November 21.. I963. «he„ tee Harvey Oavald waa ahot. He stated that he was 1„ the 
Police Station on Friday evenin, of Kove»ber 22 and observed Attorney Tor, Howard, now 
representing H.by. and his law partner Colley TuUivan and Attorney Be™,ie Hender«,n on 
the third floor of the Police Station near the office of Captain mtz where Oswald' 
v«s bein. interviewed. He stated that at approximately 11.00 Oswald was taken l^o» 
Captain TriW Office to a police ..ae,*ly roo„ for a ahow-up and near the *ow.up roo» 
he anw Jac. B«by. H« H„by what he was doing there and as he recalls Ruby repHed 

he was either writing for , Jewish paper or interpreting for someone who waa writing for 
a Jewish paper. He advised that to t^e best of his knowledge Ruby bad so»e sort of an 
identification card isaued by olenn Bl„5. now Counly Cierk who was fonnerly a Justice 
Of the Peace. . The card, as he recalls, read. -The Bearer is an Honorary Deputy of the 
Justice Of the Peace." Kr. Hudkins rtated that the third floor of the Police Station va. 
fUll Of new3™,n and others and he felt that tl,ere was very Uttle chance of obtaining 
a story there so his efforts were concentrated elsewhere. 

He advised that on .ove^ber 21. at the ti., Oswald was «:h,duled to be transferred 
trc. *e police building to the C^ty Sheriff-a Office that he was in the office of 
county Sheriff Bill Decker, aa he .nUcipated if there were any trouble, it would be at 
the entrance to the County Jail. 

He *te, that one thing occurred while he was at the County JaU wMch was algnificant 
to hia.. He states that Attorney To» Howard, who was allegedly at the Police Cepart™.nt 
at the tl™. the footing occurred, arrived at the County Sheriff., Office for the purpose 
Of Obtaining a writ for the release of Ruty two „inuf s before Oswald waa delivered to 
the hospital. „r. Hudkins at.tes tJiat this i. significant to bin.. He states that 
later that day he asked Howard if Pub. had the pun wi«, hi™ on Friday night. He atates 
Howard advised that .Huby ,dl,.bava:th. g™> .t that ti^. According to Mr. Hudkins. Howard 



later admitted that to a reporter on the Houston Post by long distane. from Dallas. 
Mr. EudVins »a» talking to the Houston Post in Houston and **ed Mr. Howard to verify 
that statement directly to his paper, vhlch Hr. Howard did. 

Mr. HudVins stated that on Friday night. Hovember 23, near the police assmbly 
room while Oswald was being taken for show-up he talked to Chief Curry of the Dallas 
Police Depart»»nt, who was worried about Oswald's security. [ He states that at that 
tin» he observed many person, there who were not reporters, «.veral of whom were 
attorneys and one, he noted, was a runner for a bondsman and Is an ex-convict. He 
could not. recall the runnet's nfflBe. 

Mr. Hudklns advised that he has known Huby for quite sane ti»e as he was active 
as a ^udge at fl^ts and that Euty usually appeared at the fights, sitting in the front 
row. He has seen him on many;occasions at fights and at other puhUc gatherings. H. 
stated It was common knowledge that Ruby went armed. 

Mr. Hudkina and his staff are still actively running out leads which he states 
' are being called in to the Houston Post. He agreed to advise this office of «»y 
information which he considers pertinent. 
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
